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HISTORY OF A MORAL JOURNALIST. 



Some twi3iity yeiirs ago Mr. Cliavles A. Dana becaine an 
assistant editor of the New YorkTrihune-. 

A few years previous be had been one of the European 
correspondents of that paper. During the pedod of his resi- 
dence in Europe the rebellions or rei:oluUons ot 1848 were 
taking pla«e. Mr. Dana, as they say the devil is always busy 
in a giiie of wind, was especially active during the troubled 
period of 1848. !N"ot knowing what he did, he had been 
identified with the Kiadicala, or Red liepublicana of France, 
and, coming fresh from the theater of republicanism, from 
its hot-bed in Paris, naturally commended himself to Mr. 
Greeley as a patriot who had endeavored to impress upon 
the political system of the old countries the democratic 
principles which were imbued in the organization of the 
editor of the Tribune. 

Mr. Greeley is naturally a radical Republican, in the broad- 
eat acceptation of the term. He is afirm patriot, and has no 
thought or utterance that is not essentially democratic. Mr, 
Greeley is sui generis. Possesding an education that grasps 
only the fundamental roots of what is popularly called "an 
English education," and that acquired only by the hard study 
and opportunities afforded to an apprentice in a printing 
office, he naturally awarded to Mr. Dana the position which 
he felt was dtie to a ma;n who had a collegiate education, and 
gave him a promLiienee in the editorial department of the 
Tribune which he had long felt the necessity of filhng, 

Mr. Dana had, in addition to his collegiate education and 
European experience, a faculty which, in many cases, appears 
to be alike an attribute of the human, the animal, and the 
feathered creation : an attribute common to the idiot of the 
human species, the monkey of the animal creation, and the 
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parrot ur jackdaw of tlie foathered tribe. He ia a splendid 
iinguiat; or, in oftier words, an exact imitator, as we com- 
monly nse the phrase. In the editorial room of the Tribune 
be was known as an accomplished collaborator; or, in other 
words, as an QX]}&r\, plagiarist. 

He could read a half dozen German or Trench newspapers, 
and elaborate therefrom an editorial tliat would impresa you 
with the incision of Carlyle, the erudition of Tliiere, and the 
polish of Macaulaj; so diat the reader would be puzzled to 
tell where the one began or tbe other left off. That ripe 
schi-iiar. Mr. Ripley, the hook-reviewer of the Tri^ime, was, as 
he used to say, when reading one of Dana's combinations, 
frequently at a loss to tell wliere Tbiera cummeueed, Carlyle 
went on, or Macaulay finished. 

. In time Mr. Dana came to be the leading subordinate on 
the Tribuiie. Mr. Greeley, broken down pliysieally to a 
great extent, by hard -labor and close application, much of 
the duty of managing the editorial columns necessarily de- 
volved upon Mr. Dana, The writing of the editorials (Mr. 
Dana never could do ihat) was the work of a number of out- 
aiders — men of culture, judgment, and experience; and un- 
der the guidance of a man of reasonable tact and ability, the 
paper would have held its way. Bat tiie vanity, the inso- 
lence, and the ambition of the managing editor soon produced 
results so threatening ihe value of the Tn/rune, as a property, 
that the stockholders were at last forced to interfere. 

Mr. Dana had reached the point of presuming to deny Mr. 
Greeloy aL'cuss to the columhs of his own paper; tlie jack- 
ai?s, as of old, had encased himself, and insisted that his 
bray »'a8 superior to the roar of the true Hon. Tlie contest 
was short, sbarp, and decisive. The jackass was kicked out, 
the paper restored to its former position, and its existence 
thus saved. 

Prom ;N"ew York, Mr, Dana went to Washington, and, 
having an old acquaintance with Secretary Stanton, per- 
suaded that gentleman to give him a clerkship in the "Wai" 
Department, styled the Fourth Assistant Secretary of "War. 
Hero Ids old vanity and insolence and ambition again got 
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him into trouble. He would be President, Cabinet, and 
Congreaa; but, as the people btid <^ho8en otherwise, his aspi- 
rations were Dipped iu the bud, and he was sent to the south- 
west, insti'ueted to aid the various commanders in obtaining 
supplies, reinforcements, etc, " Instructed to aid " was not 
a vocation suited to his taetee, or in harmony with his habits. 
Instead of aiding, he begun to tear down. ' 

When not engaged iu cotton speculations, and not alarmed 
by the too near approach of the rebels, his congenial employ- 
ment was playing the spy upon the social habits of the gen- 
erals who were so inconsiderate as to invite him to partake 
of the hospitalities of their quarters. "When his true char- 
acter became known to such men as Grant, Sherman, Thomas, 
Eosecrans, Hooker, and Porter, they made the southwest a 
little too hot for even such a devil, and forced Mr. Stanton 
to recall him.to Washington, where, for a time, he kept him 
immured in the fourth story, south wing, of the War De- 
partment. 

When Grant commenced his "march to Richmond," by 
some "force of circumstances," Mr. Dana again caused him- 
self to be imposed upon that army. The "force of cireum- 
Btances'" were understood to be the intense desire of the 
President to get him " out of Washington," where he was 
half of the time assuming to be Secretaiy of War, and the 
remaining half assuring the foreign ministers of his "pro- 
found consideration," i. e., that they might " trust in him," 

Genera! Graiit recognized in Dana the man who nsed to 
absorb most of the cotton of the southwest, and his full pro- 
portion of the ardent. General Meade, having been imibrmed 
of Dana's prodigious feats of daring, in riding with his back 
to the enemy, intimated to Dana that, in the event of disaster 
to the army of the Potomac, he did not think the persona;! 
safety of the Fourth Assistant Secretary. of War of such con- 
sequence as to furnish him with the escort of cavaliy which 
he hatl exacted from General Burnside in Tennessee, and 
whieb that gallant officer, though sorely pressed, and need- 
ius^ every man, felt obliged to give him, because nominally 
he was his superior officer. This hint,, on the part of Gen- 
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end Jlciidc, squelched the patriotiism of the courageoaa Baua, 
and he siecordiiigiy returned to "Washington, minus his usoal 
cavalry body-guard of a thousand men. 

So ouce more Mr, Dsma resumed his desk in the fourth 
story, south wing, of the War Department, where he re- 
mained until — the war ended — Congress abolished the ofB- 
cea of Assistant Seeretaries of "War, and thus relieved the 
country and Mr. Stanton of the incubus which Mr. Staiiton'a 
good nature and early associations had fastened upon the 
country. Mr. Dana ended a brilliant military career, by de- 
voting his entire attention to the profitable business of pros- 
ecuting a horde of bounty agents, most of whom escaped 
punishment tJiroiigh the interposition of a notorious Tombs 
.barrister. This precocious limb of the Tombs possessed a 
mysterious influence over the JFoukth Assistant Secretary 
of War, and had at all times an ejiiixe to the Old Capitol 
Prison, from which the victims were only liberated upon 
paying the Tombs barrister aforesaid heavy counsel fees, 
large enough to satisfy all parties interested. 

Sour Grapes. 

The following is an extract of an editorial which appeared 
in the Chicago RepiibUsan newspaper Mai-ch 12, 1866, when 
Charles A. Dana was its Managing Editor: 



The scheme to buy up ths present managers of the Ghiaa^o Jiepublican by 
the Government colleotorsliips is very smart, bnt it won't win. 

And yet the following letter had been written in January, 
,ajid the demand it contained refused ; 

CEirAtlci Tnnuayy 20, 1866. 
,. Deab ,Sib: Some of. 'my friends in tiia New York delegation in Coagress 
want laa to be coileoto!: of. New York. I aliall be glafl to have that office, and 
accordingly address myself 'directly to you. I tava been a resident of Kew 
York city for nearly tw&nty -years, till a few months since, wlien I came here 
on leaving the "\Var Depaitment.' I'fcnow New Torlc, ita merchants, and its 

fojiticiaas; but, by reason of, my oonnaotion with the War Department, I hava 
sen absent, so as to ba free from all identification with the political factdoni 
and personal controversies by which' ths Union party "tliera had been much 
"divided, I believe thftt'ther'e is no pecsoa of any pt-omlnenos ita the party whose 
■appointoieat would give greater genieral Batisfaction- .than mine. ■ Should yoa 
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be disposed BO far to entertain the idea, is to wish for information concerningmy 
capacity to administer the of&ee, ttere is no one who can judge better ae to that 
than Mr. Stanten. 

Let me add. that I am myself confident of performing the duties, eliould they 
be intrusted to me, to the advantage of the pabiio service, aad to your entire 
aatisfaetion.

This Dana, (the Eobert Macaire of journalism,) and his 
faithful Jacques, (Isaac "W. England,) soon after left Chicago, 
for N'ew York, much to the relief of the stockholders of the 
Jt^ubllcan. 

What Mr. Dana's pecuniary condition was, when he re- 
turned to New York for the purpose of iiegotiatiiJg the pur- 
chase of the New York San, we cannot state with accuracy; 
but certain it is, tliat the notorious Lafayette Baker, the 
Government detective and Dana's bosom friend and spy 
during the rebellion, whom he retained by his side despite 
the frequent remonstrances of the late Edwin M. Stanton, 
died after the war, leaving behind him $200,000. If Baker 
did so well, his master must certainly have done better. 

The Gold CoNSriRACY. 

The early days of the Sun Association were pregnant with 
pecuniary distress, as the following letter to A. 0. Hall, 
Mayor of the city of New York, plainly demonstrates; 

From the Sun of Ocfober 2, 1869,

"It is an ill wind that blows nobody good," and fortunately 
for this starveling journal, it found nourishment from the 
Erie gold conspirators. 

"Wliile Mr. "Jacques" England was so " sorely pressed for 
funds" as to ask the Mayor of New York city to give him 
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some money from the jptMlc treasury, Messrs. Fiak, Gould, 
and the other adventurers, who attempted to destroy the 
commerce of tlie country for their own profit and gain, by 
conspiring to enhance the price of gold to a fahulona pre- 
mium, were shut up in the Eighth Avenue Opera House, and 
it waa aa much as their precious lives were worth to show 
themselves on the public thoroughfares. 

In constant dread of being visited hy the summary ven- 
geance they so richly deserved at the hands of the hundreds 
who had been hopelessly ruined hy the eonspirakirs, the 
"brave Admiral" Fisk, the "gallant Colonel" Fisk, the 
"dashing" Jim Fisk, and "the general" Impressario Fisk, 
and the other braves of the Erie tribe remained self-impris- 
oned within the strong portals of the Opera House, wliieh 
were guarded by a horde of deputy sheriffs, all armed to the 
teeth. 

The memorable gold panic occurred on Black Friday, Sep- 
tember 24, 1869. So soon as the fiicts became known through- 
out the country, the drift of public sentiment was unani- 
mously against all the schemers in general, and Fisk and 
Gould in particular. The latter, in this dilemma, resorted 
to the only alternative left them, and that waa to buy up the 
metropolitan journals, and thus manufacture public opinion 
in their favor. Now, mark how it was done. 

For some days after the Black Friday, none of the many 
reporters who repeatedly endeavored to gain access to either 
Fisk or Gould were allowed admission by the deputy sheriffi ; 
but on November 80, 1S69, one of the Tribune's editorial 
.aj^tfwas permitted to pass the guarded portals. 

lA clever English Bohemian, who had formerly been em- 
ployed on the Herald, had just preceded him. The irrepres- 
sible Fisk and the Bohemian sneaked out of the office through 
a private door. The Tribune man was conducted to Jay 
Gould, who thereupon immediately explained tij him his 
theory of the panic, which was rather a queer one. 

He said; "I regret very much this depression in finan- 
cial circles, but I predicted it long ago. I never wanted 
gold above 1,45, but it is necessary that it should always be 
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up to that premium in the 'fall of the year, when we are ex- 
porting so much grain, and have a long line of railroads 
and high-priced labor. Last aeason, when the Secretary 
of the Treasury threw gold on the market, reducing the 
price, large orders for the shipment of grain were counter- 
manded, because, owing to the low price of gold, they could 
not compete vriik the Black sea ami Mediterranean shippers. I 
was no way instrumental in producing this panic I was 
eelling gold at 1.45 while Speyera was buying at 1,60." 

The 2H6-H71C man here inquired for Mr. Fiak, Mr. Gould 
remarked that he (the 7K6M?jfi man) would find Fiskat No. 37 
"W^t 27th street. 

The question of the propriety of the reporter calling for 
Mr. Fiak at a pi-ivate residence was immediately set at rest, 
the reporter being informed that Mr. Fiak wanted him to 
call there. 

The reporter immediately departed for 27th street, the resi- 
dence of Abel Corbin, Esq. 

Mr. Corbin received the gentleman Idndlj, and after a half 
Kw-ir's ivterview Mr. Fisk was inquired for. 

Mr, Corbin seemed mrich surprised at the inquiry, and 
remarked that Mr, Fisk was not there, nor had be been there 
since the mouth of June preceding, which was the occasion of 
President Grant's visit to New York. 

Mr. Gould hall informed the reporter that Mr. Fisk's 
carriage would be seen in front of the door. 

N'o carriage was seen within the eitiire street. 

Mr, Corbin, when informed of what Mr. Gould had told 
the reporter, seemed much chagrined at the deception he 
(Gould) attempted to practice on the reporter. 

The reporter returned to the Erie railway office, and on 
informing Mr, Gould that no carriage nor no Fisk were to 
be seen, and tliat "the Admiral" had not been there, he ex- 
pressed much surprise. 

Soon after, Mr. Fisk entered the office and threw otF his 
velvet coat, remarking that it was very hot. 

Mr. Gould innocently asked Mr. Fisk where he had been. 

Mr, Fisk answered that he had been to see Corbin. 
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Mr. Gould eaid: 

"I sent the Tribune man to see you." 

" Oh ! yes," eaid Fisk, " I heard him speaking in the front 
parlor." 

During this colloquy, which took place in Mr. Gould's 
office, a messenger approached Mr. Gould and intbrmed him 
that a person desired to speak to him at the door. 

"Ask him his business," brusquely remarked the President 
of Erie. 

The messenger presently returned, and informed him that 
Mr. Corhin wished to see him at his residence. 

Mr. Gould arose, excused himself to the reporter, and left 
the ofiice. 

At this juncture Mr. Fisk Jed the Tribune man, whose sus- 
picions were already aroused, to the window which looked 
out on 23d street. Mr. Fisk pointed to a carriage which was 
being rapidly driven up the street, and remarked that in that 
caiTiage was Jay Gould, who was going to Corbin's, where 
there was to be a secret meeting of a "Ring" from Wash- 
ington, from which he had been excluded. He further said : 

"Now, you follow that carriage, and you will find that it 
will stop at 37 West 27th street. Get into Gould's carriage, 
while it is waiting for Gould to come out of Corbin's house 
and tell him you know everything, and he will certainly ex- 
plain the whole affair. It is a big thing, I assure you." 

The Tribune man went to the corner of 6th avenue and 
27th street, and there waited to see Mr. Gould leave the 
house. 

Mr. Gould remained within but a few minutes. 

After leaving Mr. Corbin's house he stood upon the stoop, 
evidently looking for the Tiibune reporter. Beeing his per- 
plexity, the Tribune man emerged from behind a grocer's 
wagon, which was standing on the comer. Mr. Gould nodded 
to him, and, entering his carriage, was di-iveii back to the 
Opera House, 

The reporter slowly wended his way to the Opera House, 
where he was again cordially received by the conspirators. 
Mr. Fiak led the way to an adjoining room, and there

asked the weary Tiibuuite if e-perything was not as he had 
told him. 

"Tea," remarked the Tribunite, "Gould was there." 

Mr. Msk observed, " Do you see everything now 1" 

The Tribuviite replied that he did not. 

Mr. .FJsk asked why he did not. 

The Tribunite responded that it was too thin. 

At tins point Mr. Fisk appeared somewhat disgusted, and 
expressed his contempt for the entire newspaper fraterni^. 

The reporter returned to his office, and, believing that 
Messrs. Ksk and Gonld were maliciously entrapping Corbin 
in order to shield themselves, he refrained from making any 
reference whatever to Mr. Corbin, 

Subsequently Dr. Pollard, a, confidential agent oi IFiak, 
referring to the view the Tribune man had taken of the aftair, 
said: 

"Yon are mistaken. You thought it was a piit-up job. 
It would have been worth your while to have had that story 
told!" meaning "by this, that if he had been as "faithful" as 
the Herald man he would have been paid for it. 

The English Bohemian referred to, however, who had 
once been employed by the Herald as a reporter, apparently 
did not possess the entire confidence of the Managing Editor 
of the IIerald,ior\m eoiitribntionsdid not appear for several 
days. The Erie magnates were sorely perplexed at this, 
especially as the Tribune man would not see the matter m 
their light, and the Hen-aid hung fire. 

The Moral Sun Combs to the Ebscue. 

Deserted by reliable journals, the Sun newspaper was ac- 
cepted as a dernier resort, in which they could readily publish 
any article which would reflect discreditably on the President 
or his subordinates, if "things" were made satisfactoiy to 
the Editors. 

Commencing October 2, 1869, the S\m published daily the 
most scurrilous and outrageous attacks on Mr. Corbin and 
President Q-rant. 
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Ou Octobftr 7, 1869, the Sun published the following:

and that Mr. James Mak.jr., came out after the departure if laid rerpresentalive 
of the Sun, aai that I accompanied Mr. Fisk tojiis office in the Erie huild- 
ingB, corner Twenty- Third street and Eighth avenue. Geo, Chovch.

On Tuesday morning Mr. Crouch called upon Mr. Corbin, and drew from him 
the following statement : 

"OcioEEE 5, J8GD. 
"To the Editor of the Herald: 

"I never eaehanged a word on financial matters, either verbally or in writing, 
with Mr. James Fisk, Jr., from the commencement of Ihegnid speculation until 
it broke on Friday noon; nor within that period did I ever authorize any 
human being, either verbally or in writing, to buy or sell gold lor me or for 
any one else. A. H. Corbis." 

In order to strengthen this statement of Mr. Corbin, Mr. Crouch took Mr. 
MortLmar Smith, a notary public, to Mr. Corbin's boa.se, for the purpose of put- 
ting the denial in the form of a verified affidavit.' .Mr. Corbin refused to com- 
ply with his request, saying, "I will swear to nothing." 



A Sun reporter yesterday called upon Mr. Jay Gould. In answ 
Mr. Gonldsaid that he had been acquainted with Mr. Oorbin over a year. Ha 
had visited him frequently during the last few weeks. Se was at Mr. Gorbiii'i 
houieon SAurarfcii/.Septemberao.theday the^unreporter called upon Mr. Corbia. 
He visited Mr. Corbin about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and saw Col. Mil, who

It will lie seen that the Herald Bohemian, who the ^n 
said was a Herald Editor and Confidential Agent of James 
Gordon Bennett, employed Mr. Mortimer Smith, the Erie 
Railway Company's notary, to take his affidavit. 

The following day the Herald denied that Mr. Crouch waa 
an Editor or Coiifidential Agent of Jamea Gordon Bennett, 
On October 8, 1869, a HeraM article appeared, and, much to 
the surpriae of the gi'eat Fisk, it waa far from being such aa 
he had been induced to anticipate by the Herald Boiiemiaa. 
It was as follows : 



"In which wagivB the particulars o! the capture ot the Great Gorilla of Wall 
Btrest, the Great Gold Gobbling Gould; ihh AmphibiauB What Is It, or Eing- 
Tilled Financial Ouracg Outang. otherwise known to natnraliste and the world 
at large as the It repress ibie Jim Fisk, jr." 

This greatly vexed the Green Mountain boy, and he vented 
"the vials" of his wrath on the poor Herald Bohemian, 
whom he threatened to throw out of the window ; but on 
being assured by the latter that he was not the author of 
the Herald^s "flattering" notice of the "irrepresaible" Fisk, 
Mr. Crouch, es-repovterof the New York HeraM, waa given 
a deak on the right hand of the Erie controller, and to this 
day may be seen at his pQst industriously clipping newspaper 
encomiums of Erie management, and wieldiug his paste-brush 
and scrap-book. 

Last winter, during the seasion of the Legielature, this 
Crouch had the impudence to appear before the Senate com- 
mittee on Bailroads ae the representative of the Anglo- 
American stockholdera of the Erie Railway Company, and 
eloquently (so wrote the correspondents) pleaded in their 
behalf, at the same time representing himself as a atockholder, 
while not owning one dollar of the Erie or any other stock. 
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How IT WAS D0NE~H0W Mucu? 

On October 1, 1870, on the Bchedule of editorials of the 
Sun for the following days, made out. by the EditoMn-ehief, 
Charles A. Dana, there waa marked for insertion an article 
entitled "Welchers in Wall Street." It was to appear aivnul- 
taueously with the great gold conspiracy article. After the 
Gchedule was made out, Mr, Ford 0. Bai'ksdale went to Mr. 
risk with a proof of the " "Welchera in "Wall Street," and 
negotiated for its suppression. 

This Barksdale was at that time a reporterof the.iS'MW, and 
bad been assigned the duty of ascertaining everything con- 
nected with the gold conspiracy. 

He visited Pisk and Gould very often, and his reports were 
always more than favorable to the cause of those gentlomen. 

"Within a few days Mr. Barksdale waa on the most intimato 
tei-ma with Fisk and Gould, and it was on this account that 
he was selected to negotiate with them for the suppression 
of the aforesaid ""Welchei's" article, ffe states that he did 
negotiate for Us suppression, and the facts, as stated below, 
fully bear out the truthfulness of his assertion. 

Barksdale was furthermore (so he says) instructed by Fisk 
to go back to the Sun office and see that the Welchers article 
was suppressed, and he did so. He remained in the tktn office 
all night long, and it was a fortunate circumstance, for,' as 
the sequel shows, had it been otherwise, the "Welchers" 
article would certainly have appeared in the entii"e edition of 
the Sun of October 2, 1869. 

The following was the ai'ticle above referred to: 

WBLCHBE3 IS WALL StBHET. 

On the turf, in England, men who aceeptthemoney they win, and then meanly 
rafnaa to pay the, Liets which they lose, are called " Welchers," and custom 
sanctions their jirniishment by any personal violeaoe short of actual murder. 
Our Wall street stock and gold gamblers aie probably too humane and civilized 
to inflict this treatment on those among their number who act in a similaTly dia- 
honprahle nliinner. 

James Fiek, jr., and Jay Qonld have demonstrated that, bad aa the stock and 
gold operators in WaU street are, they can go far below the reet. Highwaymen 
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aresaid to act honorably among theiuselvea; gamblerspay thosewhowin ofthem 
in preference to paying their tradesmen, if they haye tocboose between tlie two; 
and: Wall-street brokers, bo wevei' unsorupulons they ate in making bargaiaB, 
habitually Btand np to them when made. Fisk and Gould, however, leave tbair 
aceompliGes in the, lurch, refuse to pay their losses after pocketing tbeiv win- 
nings, and repudiate their gambling debts with snbliine indifference to the con- 
sequencea.

$10,000,000of gold which they bought on Fr day la t at p oes an n„ a 1 om 
1.50 to 1.60. Were they to fulfill this contract, they would lose, at present 
piices, from $2,000,000 to $'1,000,000. To avoid this disiigreeabie resnlt, they 
have resbrted to the familiar legal device of procuring injunctions, and "while 
they have got everybody tied up from proceeding against them, they are forcing 
Bettlements, by which they mean to avoid all, or nearly all, their .threatened 
iofises. They, as well as Mr.FJsk,thu3 stand in the disgraceful position of taking 
tho money of those who owe them, while endeavoring to escape paying what

At 3 o'clock ia the morning tlie Managing Editor oi the Sun 
and Ford C. Bai'ksdaie and the otlier attaches of the office, 
having completed their task, left the editorial room and pro- 
ceeded, as was ciistomary .with them, to the eating aaloon in 
the baaement of the Sun huilding. During their meal the rat- 
tling of th&presees in the adjoining room informed the early 
morning banquetera that the Stiii was beginning to defuse its 
light among its hundred thousand worshipei-s. 

Earkadale and the Managing Editor htirriedly disposed of 
their luncheon, and, leaving the Assistant Editor behind to 
settle the reekoningi hastened to the publication office and 
asked the night clerk for copies of the 8im. Their request 
was complied with. Barksdide elntched the paper eonvul- 
Bively, and with trenibling hands immediately turned to the 
editorial of inside [lage of the paper. The first article to 
meet his eye was " Welehers in "Wail street" 
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"My God!" exclaimed BarksdaIe,Lia voice almost elioked 
for utterance, "how is this?" 

" What !" replied tlie Managirig Editor, peeping over Barke- 
dale'a shoulders. 

" Why, here is the article on ' "Welchers in Wall Street.' 
"What will Pisk and those people say? Well, the game ia 
up now," said Bai'ksdal'e. 

The Managing Editor was, if anything, more (chagrined 
than Earksdale at seeing the appearance of the ai'ticle. 

After damning the Assistant Editor, who had permitted the 
editorial iu question to go in the paper, the Managing Editor 
issued peremptory orders forthwith to stop the presses, and 
close the doors, and not allow another single copy of the 
edition to leave the office under any circnmetances. 

The messenger who carried this order to the foreman of 
the press-room was also instructed to ascertain how many 
copies had already heeri sold. 

The reply was about ten thousand. 

"Well, ten thousand ain't many," said the Managing Editor 
consolingly. "At any rate they won't circulate much in the 
city, and probably Pisk won't see it at all." 

He then rushed up to the composing room, and was gi-eatly 
relieved to find all the stereotypers on hand, 

"Now, boys, how long will it take you to stereotype afresh 
edition ? " asked the Managing Editor. 

" About an hour," responded one of the men. 

"All right; let's to work. That stupid blockhead the 
night editor has put iu an editorial he was particularly in- 
structed to keep out, and I have stopped the edition from 
being issued." 

It was a fortunate circumstance that the stereotypers had 
not gone home, and a still more fortunate circumstance that 
the Managing Editor had been an experienced and practical 
printer before be had reached his present lucrative position. 

The Managing Editor, having thrown off his coat and 
tucked up his shirt sleeves, without delay proceeded to over- 
haul the galleys of the matter already in type and awaiting 
publication. 
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Within a very short time the " Welchers in "Wall Street" — 
aii article so obnoxious to "Fiak and those people" — was 
taken from the form, and the following, ofwhieh there was a 
number of similar import awaitinff publication, substituted.

With a President who can hardly tear himself away from the din of pleasure 
long enough to bury a departed comrade— attending, as it was ostentatiously 
annouaoed, a "State dinner" on the day of the funeral — and a rollicking, luiuri- 
ooa cabinet, with most of its members apparently indifferonl to the heavy bnr- 
dene of the people, how long can the Republican party be expected to last? 

A gentleman — an earnest Republican — whotboroughly understands General 
Grant, remarked a few days ago that he did not know any more about politics 
thaii a woodchuck. And certainly it looks as if this remark was true. If he 
got along no better while the wise and brave Rawlins was alive, what will be- 
come of his administration now that the salutary influence of the late Secretary 
of War is withdi'awn ?

On descending to the editorial rooms the Managing Editor 
who had concluded the task of squelching the " Welchers " 
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ai-tiele, and putting in its place the scathing editorial against 
the Administration, found the trusty Earksdale patiently 
expecting liia return. 

Barkadale was intrusted with the delicate miaaioii of call- 
ing on the terrible Fiek and explaining matters to liiin. 

Barksdale returned in the afternoon of that very day, and 
reported to the managing editor that Fisk was perfectly sat- 
isfied with the explanation. 

A strange coineidence connected with this transaction is, 
that immediately following the "Welchers" article is printed 
the communication from "Jacques" England, Publisher of 
the Sun, to Mayor Hall, stating that "Ac was sorely pressed 
for funds." 

Since the suppression of the ""Welchers" article and ob- 
taining Mr. Fisk's forgiveness for its appearance in about ten 
thousand copies of the issue of October 2, the Sun has almost 
daily abounded with fulsome eulogies of the irrepressible 
adventurer and the Eiie Eailroad. 

The New York public have doubtless wondered, before 
they read the foregoing, why the jSuji, a journal of such "cor- 
rect and elevated moral principles," shonid devote so much 
of its space to the eulogy of a man like Jim Fisk. That the 
course of the moral Dana with respect to Fiak, Montaland 
& Co. has excited attention is quite clear; for a few days 
ago a new comic pictorial newspaper prints on its first page 
a picture, which represents the moral Dana as blacking Jim 
Fisk's boota, and a byatauder is made to say, " Don't lay it 
on too thick, Charley." 

From the time Messrs. Fisk & Co. negotiated for the sup- 
pression of the "Welehers" article they have virtually 
owned the Sun newspaper.

CisoiBBATi, 0,, May 7.— Considerable excitement and intense curiosity pre- 
vail in commercial circles here in consequence of the unexpected arrival of the 
chiefs of the rival houses of Erie and VanderhLlt — the Capuleta and MortE^ea 
of the railway world. Two or three car-loads or the Commodore's aons-in. 
law, nephews, &c., &c., together with a number of monopolists, and a large staff 
of narrow-gauge directors and ofGcials, bade us farewell yesterday, and cloae 
upon their departure came a alill greater sensation in the sudden arrival of Jay 
Gould. The illuatrioua Gould alighted from hia perambulating palace, the 
Pireetor's aalooQ coach, at 9.30 last evening, and is now holding a grand leVee, 
attended by oar principal business men, at the Burnet House, 
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is accompanied by a brilliant staff, composed of hie favorite marshals and an 
exceedingly select party of foreign shareholders of Erie. The greater portion of 
the Erie and Atlantic and Great Western lines were traversed at the rate of a 
mile a minute, and the English stockholders of Erie who are in Mr. Gould'a 
party are so much delighted at what they have seen of the condition and proa- 
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jieota of tlie roaiJ in which they are interested, that they ooEdemn the mischiev- 
ona Bfihemas of Mr. Burt and hia fellow-coaapiratora in no measured torma, and 
intend taking immediate steps to secure for the present management tlie hearty 
Bnpport they so well deserve.

Morality Succumbs to Bribery. 

After the gold conspiracy and its profitable results, tJie Sun 
next turned its attention to the Tammany ring. 

For a time Mr. Dana contented himself with merely firing 
an occasional random shot; but shortly after the Legislature 
of 1870 convened, he began a general attack on Governor 
Hoffman, Peter B. Sweeny, WilHam M. Tweed, Richard B. 
Connolly, Oakey Ilall, and the other leading spirits of the 
Tammany ring. 

Perceiving an inclination on the part of Senators Genet, 
Creamer, and Norton, and their politieal serfs, to shake 
oif their fetters, the San urged them on to the battle, only, 
as it Bubseqnently proved, to desert them the very instant 
Tweed paid down the black-mail money. 

Neither the Senators above named nor their supporters 
would ever have sounded their slogans and taken the field, 
had not they first ascertained that the Sun would be their 
main stay and support in the fight. Senator Genet, who is 
of a warm, impulsive nature, and who was therefore regarded 
as most inclined to break out in open rebellion against the 
ring, was the first man to be tapped on the back and en- 
couraged to pitch in.

came out in an editorial, on January 3, 1870, and thus ad- 
dressed Genet: 

The Hon. Henry W. Genet has Goundeii his slogan, and is apparently fighting 
Tammany with dash and vigor. He baa threatened to take Mr. Tweed'a scalp 
within the next two years. He openly asserts that he goes into this light 
because the board of supervisors, through the inllaence oi. Mr, Tweed, hoi 
appointed a, nephew of Mr. Tweed to a clerkship in the civil court in Mr. Genet's 
aiatrict. and all this without Mr, Genet's consent. Why not go for Mr. Sweeny's 
flcalp ? Mr. Tweed haa only given to one or his remocratio relatives patronage 
worth $10,000 a year, while Mr. Sweeny has openly thrown $50,000 into the 
laps of the corrupt Eepnblicans, 

Were Mr. Genet really in earn^t in this warfare, he might win fame and 
name at Albany this year. The State Senate ia composed of eighteen Deniocralu 
and fourteen Eepublicans. If Mr. Genet will steadfaitlv set his face against 
every corrupt job nursed by Tammany, and lay bare the de'ignpi of the con- 
spirators, (and he is fully able todothis,) eooagh hone t ountry Democrats will 
follow h 3 lead to defeit Tammany and inaura an honest State idministration. 

Thice dajs later it talves up Michael Norton and Genet 
jointly . and tells them — 

Senators Norton and Genet deserve the hearty thanks of their constituent 
and of all the tax payers )f this city for their indignant refusal to join Mr. 
Sweeny s [roposed blatk rnailing legislative ring. Mr Sweeny's intention wae 
to bind the Detnocrahc Senators and Assemblymen from this city to a solemn 
promise not to introduce a b 11 of any kind into either house without the con- 
sent of a majority ot tl e lelegation in secret caucus. Had this promise hoea 
made, the New York delegation would have divided the body, Mr. Sweeny and 
his friends of course capturing the lion's share. 

In transferring his headquarters to Albany and operating upon the State at 
large, Mr, Sweeny ia slowly but surely losing ground in this city. If he snc- 
oeeds in the above-described scheme, he hopes to retain his influence in city 
politics. It would be easy to do this through the control of the proposed cau- 
cuses of the New York members. He could then devote the greater part of 
bis time to. the management of the State Democracy. Hia scheme is not yet 
defeated. He will promise the New York members the most desirable places oq 
the committees, and make every effort to drive then into the proposed black- 
taailing ring. Let Senators Norton and Genet not relax their vigilance. The 
fight has but just begun. Meanwhile, whore is Senator Creamer' 

Senator Creamer waa in due time brought into the ranks 
of the Young Democracy, as were also Sheriff O'Brien, 
George W. McLean, John Morriesey, John Fox, James 
Hayes, and a score of others, who, although they held sub- 
ordinate positions under the Tammany Ring, were, neverthe- 
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teas, well provided for in more ways than one. So alluring 
was the firospect of overthrowing the Ring Masters, that a 
coalition was formed between the leaders of the Young De- 
mocracy and the Manhattan Clnb poliHeians, prominent 
among whom was S. L. M, Barlow, Samue! J, Tilderi, 
Qeorge 11. Purser, and Manton Marble, of the World, 

Tlie opposition to the firm of Sweeny, Tweed & Co. was 
therefore complete, and all that remained for the lattter gen- 
tlemen to do to retain their power, was simply to open their 
money bags and distribnte the greenbaelcs with a libera! 
hand. But the Ring were not exactly ready to begin opera- 
tions, and the Sun therefore renewed its attacks more sav- 
agely than ever.

■ We mast now pause in onr narrative to introduce aa 
individual who will play an important part in this perform- 
ance. 

His name is "W". 0. Bartlett. 

He is a lawyer, and finds it convenient to have his law 
office in the Sun building. 

His relations with Mr. Dana are the most intimate imag- 
inable. 

Bartlett spends most of his time in writing pnfts for all 
the judges who throw at him and his sou, Wiilard Bartlett, 
also a lawyer, tlie fat bones of the courts, such as references, 
receiverships, and street openings, from which Bartlett & 
Co. have already amassed a fortune. The editorial and news 
columns of the Sim are open to anything Bartlett writes. 
He is the author of ail the Sun's sycophantic praises nf Judge 
Barnard. That Mr. Dana is interested with Barth^tt is of 
course a thought not for a moment to be indulged in, (?) 
especially when we consider the circumstancus attending tiie 
suppression of the "Welchers" article and the bribing busi- 
ness, wliich win be explained hereafter. 

A month since a cotemporary daily journal, referring to a 
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alander<ius article published in the Sun against Judge "VVood- 
r\}&, thus speaks of the author: 

Mr. W. Bartlett has a double eiieteiice: part of the time Mr. Bonner'a 
companion on ihe Harleni road, aa the dog under tlie wagon; part of the time 
areporterfor l?ie Indecent Sun, and the sleuth-hound of Mr. Dana. He ia a 
peculiar and exceptional aOTentnrer, and has a strange, amusing history. He 
has been an editorial f^ for twenty years, to run and fetch and conje and go, 
and do the most annoying and menial offices for editors, simply for the priv- 
ilege of writing articles praieing himself and slandering men who had prob- 
ably offended him or failed (o pay him money.

He drifted around Mr Sennett and instilled himEulf mto the 
Herald; ha intrtlded himself upin Mr. Greeley, and took advantage of the re- 
laiion to slander Mr. Greeley's friendfl. He denounced Judge Barnard in the 
.Eijeniii^ itesl only to cover him with fulsome eulogy in the Sun; for to the 
San he bas come at last, and dividea hia time between serving Mr. Bojoer ee 
hie coach dog and Mr, Dana as a. slenth-houn<i. 

Mr. Barllett finds hiii peculiar ways of life made easy by "practicing law"-— 
just as Mr. Wemyss Jobaon teaches philoaophy, and Mr. George Francis Train 
military tactics. And as a lawyer be made his appearance in court on Monday 
to browbeat Judge Woodruff, who rebuked him, and compelled him to desist, 
and closed bim outofthecase. But if Bartlett could not talk "law" to the 
judge, be could slander him in the Sun, and he did it nest morning in tliia 
fashion :

Inal cases. We believe the Fullerlon case wa« the first indictment that he ever 
tried. That ease ought to he a ttarning to him. He undertook then to reverse 
and overrule the long estubiished practice of the court in ati offensive and 
arbitrary manner, in the end U proved that one of the grtaltst defnidtSTS and 
villains of modern times bad been enaaj;ed in a conspiracy to sacrifire the de- 
fendant, Mr, FuUerton, a distinguishes lawyer and judye. Does Judge Wood- 
ruff feel that he himself in exempt from the assaults of soma such scoundrel? 

Judge Woodruff andoubteclly looks forward to a long career in some court 



of the United States. If he perseveres in the way he has b^un, it will be a 
TBiigh one, and, we apprehend. wtJI soon worry him to death or madness. The 
lawyers, mui^h as tbuy sometimes abuse each other, are a noble and. generous 
band of brothers. They will stand by any court that treatti Ihem progierlyi 
but. on the other hand, the history of tyrant jadges, ia it not already wriltent 

Of course Bartlett means to bully Judge Woodruff just as he has tried to 
bully or coax or possess nearly every judge upon the bench. This ia what be 
calls ■' practicing law." 

The sureat way wilb such a man is the easiest and most direct. Mr. Bartlett 
says Judge Woodruff is " new to the bench." When Bartlett cornea before him 
again the judge should. interrogate him as to whether he considers it profes- 
aional to pass from the court to the office of an indecent and disreputable jour- 
nal, and there in secret to libel a judge before whom ho expects soon to appear. 
Other judges have been put to this teat and have surrendered. We trust that 
Judge Woodruff wiH put bia hand upon Bartlett, as a man needing summary 
and conclusive jiisUce. 
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War The Sun Shibbs Foe John Foley. 

"Without entering into further details concerning Bartlett'e 
nij'sterious influence over Dana, it may just as wetl be statei], 
that Bartlett is one of Mr. William M. Tweed's counsel, and 
is also said to be one of the many "counsel" to the Erie 
railroad and Jim Fiak. 

With this short preface we will now come to the partieulur 
point to which we deeare to call the attention of the public. 

The Sun has always Been the unswerving protector of Mr. 
John Foley in his political fights and litigations. Mr. Dana 
may see much in Mr, Foley to elicit hiw admiration tor that 
gentleman's many excellent qualities both of mind and heart, 
but Dana's astonishing partiality for Mr. Foley is doubtless 
due to the fact that Mr. W. 0. Bartlett is Foley's "eounsi 1." 
Mr. Foley, we all remember, ran for supervisor against Po- 
lice Commissioner Henry Smith a year ago, and was defeated ; 
that is to say, Mr. Smith received a few rfiousaud more votes 
than he did. 

Mr. Foley instituted legal proceedings to obtain Mr. Smith's 
seat, on the ground that the law required any person holding 
the office of Polifie Commissioner to resign thirty days before 
the election, with which provision Mr, Smith had failed to 
comply. 

Early in the session of the last Legislature a bill was in- 
troduced in the Assembly by Hon. John H. White to leealize 
the election of Mr, Smith, 

The Sim comes to Mr. Foley's rescue in the following 
leading editorial of January 29: 

The Tyeani Hoffman — Ahotgeb PRorosED Outrage. 

The Demoorata signalize their entrance into power by showing an utter dis- 
regard of the laws of the State and the lights of the people. 

Governor Hoffman began an outrageous interference with the administration 
of the criminal law, threatening resistance to the mandate of the sapreme court 
of the State, hoping to pander to low, vulgar prejudices, and demanding tlio 
punishment of a man merely beoaufle he had rich relatives, even if law did not 
jufltiCy it, 

Sow, not content with their own rotten men in office, the Democrats want 
one rotten Sepuhlioan in office to do their bidding in this city. They want 
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Itenry Smitli for anparvisor. Wliea the election took place Mr.-, Smith wm 
ineligible. He was one of the police commiesionera, and by the express words 
of the statnte all votes cast for him were void. 

The law makes it the duty of the mayor to appoint aa auperviaor the eandidata 
(receiving the largest number of votes next to the one raoeiving tiie highest 
number. This, of course, means legal votes; just as it haa been decided that 
when a criminal statute speaks of conviction, it means a legal conviotion. Now, 
the man wlio received the neit to the highest number of votes, and who was 
eligible, was John Foley. He was onquestionably entitled to the appointment. 
If Mayor Hall had honestly and scrupulously performed his duty, he would 
have appointed Mr. Foley. But Mr. Hall is the twin spirit of Governor Hoff- 
man, and of course he did no such thing. On the contrary, he appointed Mr 
Henry Smith, who had received none but iioii votes. 

Everybody knows that this appointment was wholl|' illegal. But an attempt 
is now made to legalize it. A bill for this pur])ose has been introduced into the 
Iiegislatui'e. 

If the Legislature can now declare Henry Smith supervisor, it is certain that 
the Republican Legislature la-st year might just as well have <ieilared Griswold 
Governer, and installed him in office over the head of Hoffman. 

In other words, it is an assumption of absolute power on the part of the 
Le^slature to fill any elective offices without regard to the legal votes cast^ 
and by statutes having retrospective action. 

Will Governor Hoffman sign this bill? Such arbitrary, illegal, and tyranni- 
cal acta will seal hia doom as an aspirant to the Presidency. The eyes of the whole 
people are upon him, and he cannot hope to escape the juat consequences of 
putting his name to a bill which is intended to reach back and pull into offica 
a candidate tor whom not one vote was cast that was not absolutely void. 

Ot course we want to defeat Governor Hoffman, and we shall not object to hia 
making it aa easy as he sees fit. 

It also rebukes the Governor, in the second paragraph, for 
his courae in the Edward Ket<;Unra habeas corpus case. 

Bartlett & Co. and the Sun were counsel for Ketchum, 

A multiplicity of editorials in support of Mr. Foley's claim 
to a seat in the Board of Supervisors appeared in the Su.n in 
rapid succession. They are too numerous to be published; 
but suffice it to say, that every public man who opposed 
Foley's suit was blackguarded like a felon, and every man 
who favored Foley was lauded as "a rising statesman." 

The finale of Mr. Foley's case was, that Foley was ad- 
judged by the court entitled to be a Supervisor, loug after 
the Board of Supervisors had ceased to exist. 

Bartlett & Co., however, despite the marvellous honesty 
of his bosom Mend Dana, was not troubled with any con- 
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8cieiitiou8 scniples about accepting out of the people's pock- 
ets, and squeezed from them ill this year's tax levy, the trifling 
fee of $4,500. How much Foley himself paid him and the 
Sun for editorial puffs has not been ascertained. 

Before disposing of Mr. Foley, we will just conclude by 
stating thiit hia "counsel," Bartlett & Co. and the Sun, have 
supported him for office at every election held this year. 
Last spring it bucked him for alderman, and this last electiim 
it pubii-Ued a flattering sketch of his life, and urged him for 
tlie Asi^embly. Mr. Foley was, of course, defeated both 
times, and may deem it expedient in the future to ehaage 
his "counsel."

War TO THE Knife. . 

To resume the narrative of the Sun's war against Tweed, 
Sweeny & Co. 

On January 18, Mr. Dana, in a leading editorial, headed 
the "Foe in the Household," after pelting a little mud at 
the adminietrHtion, as usual, thus arraigns the San's present 
owners — the Tammany ring.

ambiiion is to plunder the tax-pa,yers without rendering themselves liable to 
iticarceralion in the penitentiary. 

■'J kni^w yon, sir," said Dr. Johnson, in hia ponderous manner, to a yonng 
spark who was irreverently ohafSng him; "I know you. air, and I know all 
about your family. Your mother, under tbe preiense of keeping a bad house, 
ie a receiver of utolen goods. So. the wira-puUera of Tammany, under the 
pretense of committing frauds in the interest of the Demoeralio party, actually 
commit a fraud upon the Democratic party in assuming to represent iv at all; 
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tor, as is well ^nown among ihe iaitiated, the Tiimmanj' ring is composed of 
tmncrujitaluus pniiticians, Republican as well us Democratic, who plot »□') con- 
»pirB together to Ull their own pOcketa, regardless of the interesttJ of the parties 
which they aeveraliy pretend to represent. And just so aure as the Taoiinany 
ring are allowed to maintain tho aupremacy in legislation at Albany which 
ihey seem to have secured, so surety are all hopes of Democr^tio ascendancy in 
n&tioual politics doomed to uUer annihilation. 

The Albany correspondence of the Sun was no less hitter 
than the above against the " conspirators." The Managing 
Editor entitled the articles fi-om Albany, "Sweeny's Death 
Struggle," "Sweeny's Last Ditch," "Convulsive Throes of 
the' Ring," " Boss Tweed's Last Card, and How he Tries to 
Eiitnip New York Journals," &c. 

It will be seen hereafter how Mr. Tweed spiked the Sun's 
guns, and for how much! 

The following extract from an ei^itorial of February 14, 
laments over Grovernor Hoifman's connection with the ring, 
and hits him again for not pardoning Eetehum, Bartlett's 
client : 

Prom the SunotFebninry 14, ISTO. 

Oh some Uses op Men. 

Somebody haa said that the worst possible use to which a man can be put 
ia to hang him. So far as the man is concernud, this may be so ; but, regard- 
ing the intereata of the public, a man might much better be hanged than used 
to advance the diahoneat purposes of aohemera who prey upon the anbatance of 
their fellow men. 

The clique of conspirators known aa the Taromany ring are not wanting in 
shrewdness, and occHsionally they like to put forward a man for a prominent 
place who has some claims to character. If the ofGciala elected in this city were 
entirely composed of shoulder-hittera, grog-shop keepers, piok-pockete, and ths 
like, it would create aprejudice in the minds of the community which no amotint 
of repeating, ballot-boi stuffing, or fraudulent counting would be entirely ablfi 
to overcome. Therefore reputable men ara sometimes nominated for o£Sce» 
within the gift of Tammany. 

While itia not at allatrange that the Tammany conspirators should endeavor 
to avail themselves of the respectability attaching to certain names, it is indeed 
both strange and lamentable that men of good standing in the community, with 
teputations — to aay nothing of aoula, to be saved or lost — should, by tha crav- 
ings of avarice or a misdirected ambition, he led to sacrifice all that manhood 
holds dear— name, fame, and the esteem of their fellow men — and, for a paltry 
consideration of dollars or temporary political advancement, sahmit to present 
themselves to the eyes of an astonished world in the humiliating position of 
Teter Funka to a mock Democracy. Those who permit themselves to be put to 
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•uch base uaei, however, are entitled to some degree of commiseratioc ; for no 
man who has offioiatod iu such an ignoble capacity can ever expect, under 
%ny cireurostances, to fully reinstate himself in the good opinion of hia fellow- 
It is a source of profound grief to the sincere friends of Gov. Hoffman that a 
man of such agreeable manners and such respectable antecedents, and who had 
inch a glorious futare before him but a. few years since, should, by his unfortu- 
nate affiliations with Tammany— not to mention hia blundering and tyrannical 
course in the adroiniEtration of criminal justice — have as completely precluded 
himaplf from all possibility of further political advancement as did the misguided 
John C. Bredrinridge wheu he donned the gray uniform of a rebel general. 

On February 18, 1869, the firm of Sweeny & Co., who were 
now in real danger of defeat, are thu8 spoken of;

The appeals of Sweeny & Co. to public confidence would be amusing if they 
were not so pitiable. Now that the scepter is being wrested from them by th« 
Young Democracy, they beg personally and through their paid organs for for- 
bearance and support. Slapping their well-flUed pockets, they say. "Whatis 
the. sense of turning us out? We have made our pile, and can nowaftbrd to h* 
honest. Give us a show, intrust us with money power, and wo will do wouderi 
in the way of reform. But put those hungry fellows who are barking at our 
heels into our places, and they will have to get their corner lots, their diamonds, 
»nd their millions of greenbacks; in short, there is no telling how much they 
will steal." Singularly enough, these Oily Gammonshavealmostconvinced some 
very respectable people that it really is worth while to give them another trial. 

This display of assurance on the part of the ringmaster and his satellites calls 
to mind that cheeky railway conductor caught stealing, and about to be dia- 
misaed, who pleaded to the directors, "Gentlemen, a. just sense of what is due 
to your own interests impels me to suggest that in kicking me out you are act- 
ing unwisely. Yon observe that I have already got my gold chronometer, my 
diamonds, my fast horse.- and ray house op town ; all these things my successor 
will have to get." Nevertheless, the directors thought it worth while to try for a 
man who. even ifhe robbed them, would have grace enough not to brag about it. 
Just so with Sweeny & Co. They have been tried and found wanting, and the 
people have decided, in spite of all their promises, to repudiate them accordingly.

To give up all interest in thechair business, and ail the profits which lie, being 
the company in the iirm of Ingeraoll & Co., might naturally expect in the fur- 
nishing of the new court-house. 

To return to the mayor and aldermen his appointment as street commissioner, 
he supposing that hy this time the people have found out to their own cost that 
he, and not George McLean, is the street commissioner. 

To give back all his profits in the Harlem-bridge job, and resign his director- 
ship in the Qnardian Savings Institution and ErJeTailroad, upon the condition 
that he shall be left, aa heretofore, in the sole poasssaion of the board of super- 
Ill. Abraham O'Hall offers to resign the mayoralty upon the understanding 
that he shall be allowed to take with him the suit of clothes he wore last Pat- 
lick's day, and which he has had lately dyed into a more emerald graea at an 
expense of $3 50. 

These proposals have been referred to Sheriff O'Brien and Senator Blood, It

Mr. Tweed owns another stable siioilarly furnished in the donntry, which a 
Stm reporter proposes to visit at aa early day. 

The Democracy must look elsewharo for a national pilot. Sheriff James 
O'Brien stands in striking contrast with the Hou. Big 6. Though holding an 
offioa worth over $100,000 a year, he does not even own the house in which he 
lives. All his vast receipfe ate spent in acta of private benevolence and in 
donations for the benefit of the party. A man of nover-caasing activity, of singu- 
lar political reticence, and of a determined will, he uses his income witihont 
regard to the accumulation of property for himself Truetohia friends, fearless of 
hia enemies. Just in his dealings, and possessing uncommon sagacity, who known 
what he might not do in Eelmont'a place aa chairman of the National Democracy ? 

What Mr. Tweed's feelings must have been on perusing 
this article we eannot of course know, bat certain it ia, that 
from that day forward he determined to buy up the Sun at 
the first opportunity, and thus silence all attacks against him- 
self and his colleagues from the model moral journal. 

The Crisis at Hand.

Mr. Tweed retires to his Insurious palace, and amid its splendors 
makes a treaty with the enemy. Mr. Connolly is a candidate for the office of 
comptroller at the hands of the very braves who so lately had their knives 
ground to take his scalp. Hugh Smith hides in the obscurity that suits hia na- 
ture. And only Abraham O'Hall remains, shouting senseless warwhoops over 
the lost field, and writing in the Seratd those vigorous and untimely articles of 
bis which pi-odnce no efiecfc whatever. 

Now, let us see what the Young Democracy will do. Let them give us honest 
elections, and cheap and decent city govarnnieut, with a fair show for younj' 
men of talent and character ; lot them furnish the Democratic party with new 
ideas as well as leaders, and the Sun will never regret joining in their crusade 
ngainat tlie corrupt and re'ckl^s millionaires of the Tammany ring. 

Ill another editorial of the same date the Sun charged Ben. 
F. Mauniere and the other members of the Excise board, with 
stealing the fands of the board, and calls upon the Young 
Democracy to probe the matter, in the following paragraph:

Will not Ike Young Democracy in the Legislature at once attend to this 

important subject? If they are lighting the ring in earn^t, here is one of its 

strongholds, full of corruption. Let them send down a committee that cajihot 

he humbugged or bought off to explore the frauds we have cow denounced. 

On the same day (March 22) the Young Democracy's char- 
ter and other bills providing for a reform government to this 
city were beaten in the Assembly. 

The Sun, after bewailing the fate of the " dashing and 
gritty set of fellows," concludes by saying: " T/ie rinffwiU 
continue to rob the citi/, and ike Bepublieans will earry the State 
next autumn. In other words, the Sun threatened to support 
the Republican ticket in the fall elections. 

After the defeat of their measures the Young Democracy 
agreed to oust Sweeny, Tweed & Co. from the control of the 
Tammany organization.

A Stm reporter called upon Judge Barnard yesterday. The judge s&id that 
the fight would certainly entail the loss of the State to the Democracy in the 
spring and fall elections. He gave O'Brien and Tweed great credit; for sobriety 
and ability. He said that they both had -d-eai' heads, and few, if any, vices. 

"As for Tweed," said the judge, "I have known bim for twenty years. He 
has had a great many Xxpa and downs , dnring that time, hat he has invariahly 
turned up all right. The fight as it now stinds resembles the old Barnburner 
squabble. We need a city charier. I think the aldermen should be elected on 
a general ticket.

I think that the police oommisaioners should be appointed by the 
mayor alone, without interference from the board of aldermen. Let the mayor 
be neld responsible for bis appointments.

As for the Central Park commission, I should let 
t^'t stand aa it is. This is a deplorable war as it stands, and I can now see 
naught but ruin to the Democratic party in the State at tlio next election."

Tell him that I will give him five thousand dol- 
lars (|15,000) cash and five hundred dollars ($500) a month, 
beginning from the Ist of last January, and to continue for 
a year, in all eleven thousand dollars, (Sfll,00O,) if he agrees 
to my proposition. Bring him around to my office in Duane 
street to-morrow at 1 o'clock, and I will strike the bargain 
with him." 

The gentleman promised to comply with Mr. Tweed's re- 
quest, and do his utmost to bring about the desired result. 

That night the gentleman in question visited the Sun ofGce 
and broached the subject to the Managing Editor in Mr. 
Dana's own private room. 

The Managing Editor signified his willingness and read*- 
noes to accept Mr. Tweed's propositions. 

Tho next day the gentleman called on the Managing Editor 
at his residence, and both entered a carriage and drove to 
the corner of Church street and Duane. 

They alighted and instructed the driver of the carriage to 
await their return. 

They did not drive to the door of the building of Mr. 
Tweed's ofiice, because they had reason to believe that the 
Young Democracy's spies were watching the premises from 
A house on the opposite side of the street, and a caniage 
would be certain to attract attention. 

Bribed— $6,500. 

Their suspicions proved correct, as they afterwards learned.

The Managing Editor was introduced to Mr. Tweed, and, 
after the customary preliminary salutations, the conversation 
turned on the bneiness in question. 

Mr. Tweed observed that he would iiko to sec Mr. Diuki 
that very day and have a talk with him. 

The gentleman, at the suggestion of the Managing Editor, 
stepped over to the Sun office to see if Mr. Dana was in, and 
arrange for an interview.

ia held the pablia peace and safety of the property of the society will be endan- 
gered; and 

■' Whereas the council deem it inexpedient to aurrender the use of the hall for 
any such purpose, and they believe, it their duly, according to the precedents 
and TiBages heretofore eatabliehed, to adopt auoh measores aa will secure a iuat 
representation to the Democracy of the city in general coramitteo, and a har- 
monious organisation of the party ; therefore, be it 

Jiesolved, That the use of tie hail for any meeting be withheld until the fur- 
ther action of the council, and that a committee of five aacheias. including the 
father of the counoil, be appointed to take such action aa will restore union and 
harmony to the Democracy of the city of New York, and a consolidated general 
committee of their true repteaentativea."

To carry this order into efieelT a few hundred policemen 
were stationed around the building. 
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Therefore there was no meeting, and the YouBg Demote 
racy and "Mr. John Morriasey and his prominent asBociatea" 
repaired to Irving Hall, and there indulged in hurling in- 
vectivea against the Tammany Sachems, The Managing Edi- 
tor of the Sim and Mr. Bartlett were at Judge Barnard's 
residence, and spent part of the evening there. 

Mr. Tweed was there too, and was again iaterviewod thus : 



Findiag that no meeting was being held at Tammany Hall last evening, b. 
Sun Bcout waa sent in search of Senator Tweed, He fonnd him calmly repoi- 
ing in the houae of one of his most trusted friends. The foUowinj 
tion ensued : 

"Shorter — Mr. Tweed, here is a circnlar issued by the Tammany sooiety, for- 
bidding the opening of Tammany Hall to-night, and intimating the aolection ol 
& new general committee. Have you seen a copy ? 

"Mr. Tweed — Oh, yes, a copy was served upon me a short time ago. I was 
iurpriaed at it. We might juat as well have held a meeting to-night, and have 
coma to some kind of agree men t. But itaeema that the Tammany society think 
diffetently. 

" Reporter — What doea the society intend to <3o? 

" Mr. Tweed— Yc^ will find that out in the circular you have before you. 

"E^orUT — Then the Tammany general committee has held no meetrng 
to-nieBt? 

" Mr, Tvieed — Certainly not. 

" Shorter — What do you call the meeting held in Irving Hall? 

" Mr. 2teB<d— Ask the Democrats of New York what thoy call it. It WM 
cflttainly not a meeting of the Democratic general committee. It was a meet- 
ing of John Morrissey^a friends. 

"BeportST — ^The Young Dernooraoy, however, claim to have had a majority 
of the general committee present. 

" Mr. Tweed — It is barely possible that it ia so, and"' only barely possible. I 
do not believe it. I know better." 

Here afront-door bell rang, and Mr. Tweed was called into a private rpom. 
One of Mr. Tweed's most proipinent ftienda and a distinguished public officer was 
left with the reporter. The reporter continued the interview with ^r. Tweed'i 

" .Beporlsr— What will be the resalt of the action of the Tammany society ? 

" The rranlt of the whole thing will ha that a new general committee will 
be elected. *" 

" Beperter — la that so? 

" It IS so. The committee will include snob men as William B. Duncan, Eoyal 
Phelpa, Nelson J. Waterhury, and others of the Barue stamp. These men will 
take the places of such men as lames O'Brien, John Morriseey, and their 
erowd." 

We may observe right here, that Tammany Hall is evor- 
kstingly trotting out Wm. B. Duncan, Eoyal Phelps, and 
other respectable merchants, whenever any thing goea wrong

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with them; but Somehow or other these geatlemeD are net-er 
run on the day of the race. 

Until Mr. Tweed's retnrti to the room where the Managing 
Editor and Bartlett were, the interview with the distinguished 
PubUc Officer was continued, viz:

"I am not rightly represented in the iSuji'e interview this morning. Yon 
c[note me as being in. favor of the -retention of tbe present police bo aril That 
ia not so. I want every Demoarat in this city to know that I am in favor of fill- 
ing all offices now held by Eepnblioana in this city with Democrats. The Eepiib- 
licans must give way, 1 would not aai you to correct this were it not that your 
report ia calculated to iiyure me." 

"Beportei — Mr. Tweed, you seem to feel very sorry because the Taiiiis»ny 
nooiety have closed the hall gainst you." 

"MT. Tweed— Yea, it has worried me considerably. I can't acconnt for their 
action.

" Why, Mr. Tweed," said one of them, "yon have become thin. What's the 
matter witiiyou? YjjIi look like a Eving skeleton," 

^'Grief," answered one of Mr, Tweed-e henchmen, '"that's what's the matter 
with the boss. He is so sorry that he wf!a locked out of Tammany Hall to-night. 
It ain't serving an old Democrat right to lock him ont of his home. Tha Tam- 
many -society ought to know better. ' 

^*Hr. Tweed, have you heard of the meeting in Irving Hall?" aiked another 
gentleman. They say that they had amajorilyof the general committee in their 
meeting there to-night." 

"Oh, th^ do, do they?" replied Mr. Tweed; ''wall, if I am the traitor John 
MorrisBey has tepresentad reeto be, if. J bayesold out tlje Democratic- party, 
ts O'Brien says, and they had a majority of the general committee present, why 
didtft they remove me from the chairiuanehip of Siat committee ? 'That's what! 
want to know. If a mania .a traitor, ha ought to be renioyed. The amount of the 
insinessie, that tlie majority, and a bigmajority, of the general committee know 
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that the charges of treason against me are Mae. The Democracy of this city 
know me too well to swallow any such oliargea, resting solely' on John ' Marris- 

" Well, this affair to-niglit is certainly one of tlia biggest jokes ot the season," 
said one of Mr. Tweed's frianda. 

The Sun of Tuesday, March 29, reported the closing of 
Tammany Hall not as "a Barefaced Outrage," &c., hut as 
" The Most Stupendous Political Joke Of The Century— The 
Gathering of the Tribes at the "WigWam, but the "Wigwam. 
Closed against the Britves — The Camp-fires Guai'ded by a 
Regiment of Henry Smith's Policemen — ^The Grand- Sachem 
Outflanks the Enemy — The Howliugs of the Savages." 
It said that everybody regarded the affair as a joke, thus: 

From the Sun Of Maroh 23, 13T0. 
The corridors of the Fifth AYenne Hotel (said the Swit) were filled .with people 
who were laughing at the joke; the haekm en roared over it; Billy Birch took 
a dash at the joke ; they split their sides oyer it at the Blossom clnh, and even 
the newsboys chuckled over' Tweedy's joke. But joke as it ,waa, the general 
sentiment seemed to be that it was a joke that foreshadowed the inevitahle tri- 
umph of the Old Guard. Many politicians shook their heads, and said that the 
Young Democracy had made a great mistake in not removing Tweed while they 
had the power, and that that mistaie would prove their. ruin. Others asserted 
that the action of the Tammany society showed their confidence in Tweed, and 
proved the great chiefe of the party gave not the slightest credence to the charges 
of Morrisaey.' 

Of course the Sun was constrained, for decency's sake, to 
rub a little salve over its former clients, the Young Democ- 
racy, and it did so gently. The Young Deniocracy had been 
defeated, the Swtt had helped to do it, and neither Messrs. 
Sweeny nor Tweed cared a fig how olfen the iSara called them 
cowards and poltroons afterwards. Then, again, the Sun had 
to keep up Vippearancea, for otherwise the bargain with 
Tweed would have exposed itself, and saved us the trouble. 

On the 30th of March, 1870, Mr. Peter B. Sweeny, William 
M, Tweed, A. Oakey Hall, and the entire commandery of 
Tammany Hall, having recovered froin the effeCIa of their 
victory, returned trium.phant to Albany, where they remained 
for tlie balance of the session, and passed all their pet jobs 
and schemes through the Legislature. Governoi; Hjojfraan 
signed all of them on the same- day they were passed. The 
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Governor only votoed a few picayune bills, of no earthly po- 
litical importMice whatever. 

In the San of April 1, 1870, the Albany correspondence 
was decorated by the managing editor with the following 
headings : 

The Old Guard's Victokt. 
Filer Ihc Orcata King among the Countn/ Democrats, 

He Controls the Starte Central Committee— Ho ia in Splendid Trim— Grand 
Sachem Tweed in liia Glory. 

And eo on to the end of the session. 

As our task is far from being completed, we will not trou- 
ble the public with further proofs of 'the Sun's morality and 
purity. 

Enough has already been told to convince every man who 
has attentively perused the foregoing that Mr. Dana's Sun 
can bo eclipsed for money.

Tweed and Sweeny have concluded not to nominate Nicholas Muller, the con- 
demned ticket swindler, for alderman. There is some decency left in Tammany 
Hall after all. 

"We do not desire to be understood aa censuring the San 
for exposing tlie antecedents of nny candidate for a position 
of honor and responsibility; that is the duty of every high- 
minded journalist; hut every honest man will censure a 
journal when it attacks any man for pay, and misrepresents 
the facts. 

Mr. Muller was the fii'st vi^m of the law under which lie 
suffered; he was only eonvieted of a misdemeanor, which 
consisted in not having a license, pursuant to law, to solicit 
passengers to purchase passage tickets, and was sentenced, 
not to the penitentiary, hut to Ludiow-street jail for three 
months. 
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Aa he had no influential counsel, like Mr. "W. 0. Bartlett, 
for instance, to .intercede for Mm, he served the full term of 
hia sentence. 

The Sim has ofteh aupportod and covered with flattery 
candidates for office who have heen arraigned and indicted 
for felony. 

The attacks of the Siin on the unfortunate MuUer were 
given aa an excuse by the Tammany King for. throiying 
Muller overboard and nominating Alderman Lawrence Jer- 
ome in his place. 

Last fall Muller was a candidate for the Assembly, but 
positively concluded not to run for the office if the San was 
again to assail him as in the apring. ,He was directed by 
some friend to a lawyer who had formerly been an attachl 
of the (Sum, and who could possibly negotiate for the Sun^a 
support, or at least for its sj'ience. 

Mr. Muller called on thia lawyer at the latter'a. law.offieg. 

Mr. Muller stated hia ease to him. The lawyer replied that 
he thought he could accomplish what Mr. Muller deaired for 
$500 (five, hundred dollars.) Mr. Muller said that he was 
willing to pay thia amount, and would call the next day with 
the. money. 

During the interval the lawyer visited the Managing Edi- 
tor of the Sun and informed him of Mr. MuUer's proposition, 
plainly telling him that he (the Managing Editor) was only 
to receive $250 (two hundred and fifty dollars.) The. Manag- 
ing Editor agreed to do all' in his power to atop the Sun's 
attacks on Muller for the aforesaid consideration. 

The following day Mr. Muller paid the lawyer the ?500, 
and both then proceeded to the Sun otHce. 

Mr. Muller was introduced to the Managing Editor, and 
the latter assured him that lie need have no fear of the Swn 
so far aa he was concerned. 

Although the Sun kept its word with Mr. Muller, he de- 
clined the Tammany nomination for Assemblyman from the 
First District of liTew York city. 

The money was cheaply earned.

The Tammany Ring have had no cause to complain, individu- 
aUy, of the Sun's treatment of them after the spring elec- 
tion. Not having an opportunity to be of political service 
to the Ring, it amused itself during the summer by keeping 
up its eulogies of Mr. Tweed and the rest. Speaking of an 
entertainment given by Mr. Tweed to the Eandall'a Island 
orphans, the Sv.n informed its readers that "the great tiger 
was shining as a good man and a happy father." 

In the early part of September the politicians returned to 
town, and busied themselvea in arranging the preliminaries 
for the fall campaign. 

It was a foregone eonelusion that the Democrats would 
renominate "the tyrant," John T. HofSman. The Hon. 
Horace Greeley was spoken of as the most available candidate 
on the Republican side. 

At the very first intimation that Mr. Greeley's chances for 
the nomination were all that his best friends could desire, 
the Sun came out in a leading editorial, and thus commented 
on the subject: 

From the Sun of September 3, lOTO. 

Shall Horace Gbebly be Nomibated?— If the Repubiioanswistiat tbevery 
outset to confess that they are beaten and utterly beyond hope, let them nomi- 
nate Horace Greeley for Governor. But if they dasira to make a gallant fight, 
and to save their honor and their organization, let them select as their candi- 
date Boma practical rnflo, for whom tha Republican ma^ea will enthuaiastically 

K the Republicans wish to throw away every doubtful Congress district in 
the State, let them nominate Horaoa Greeley for Governor. Bpt if they wish 
to sa"e their Congroaamen and to preaerve tlieir ascendancy in the House of Eep- 
reaentatives. lot them select some candidate whceo very name is not a aynonyme 
of defeat. 

We speak of what we know. Laat fall, oat of old friendship for Mr. Greeley, 
and because General Grant had treated him shabbily and insulted the whola 
newspaper press in his person, we made a great effort in hia behalf. We ran 
him ten thousand votes ahead of his ticket in this city and the Democratic conn- 
tiea where the Ba-n, chiefly circulatoa. But the Republicans of the interior, where 
tha Tribune circulates, cut him dead. We don't want to aee thia operation re- 
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peated. Let us have a man viho can lun, an3 wliose Eommation will cot ren- 
der the election of ITo£fman an absolute certainty. 

Tajninany Hall doaires the nomination of Mr. Greeley; John T. Hoffman 
desires it; the enemioa of Mr. Groeloy in the Republican party all desire it, for 
they ■wish to see him crashed ; but those who wish that the great RepuHican 
party, with its gloriona history, shall not be thrown away like a set of worthless 
old clothes, must deprecate the idea of nominating a candidate for the express 
purpose of being beaten. There are many yery able men among the delegates 
to the Saratoga convention. If they wish to commit political auioido, they will 
nominate Horace Greeley. 

Pa]:ticular attention is requested to the above, for reasons 
that will be explained hereafter. 

On the 7th of September the Republican State Convention 
staserabled at Saratoga, and nominated Stewart L. Woodford 
for Governor. 

The Sun, had, on tho 31st of January previous, paid Mr. 
"Woodford's character a high tribute when he assumed the 
management ot the Brooklyn Union newspaper. This com- 
pliment was not 80 much out of regard for Mr. "Woodford, 
so much as to attack Mr. Samuel B, Chittenden, the retiring 
jiroprietor of the Union, who had had the audacity to assail 
Counsellor W. 0. Bartlett in the columns of his paper. 

The Sun thus spoke of Mr. "Woodford at that time : 

From the Sun of January 31, 1370. 

The Brooklyn Union is ajournal which we hare often had oncasiou to refer 
to with disgust; but as it is now passing from tho control of the pompoua, malig- 
nant, and contemptible Chittenden into the hands of Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, 
a thorough change in its character may juatly be expected. Gen. Woodford was 
recently Lieutenant Governor of Now York; he has long enjoyed an extenaiva 
celebrity as a popular orator, as well as a heacty, kindly gentleman ; he gained 
fame as a fighter in the war ; and his reputation as a practicing lawyer is also 
good. In conducting the Unvin ha will have the aaeistance of clever and expe- 
rienced men. such as Mr. John F, Mines of Troy and Mr. Charles F. Briggs of 
Hew York. We cordially welcome him to this new field of labor, the most diffi- 
cult, we suppose, in which a man of talent can engage. 

We are happy to believe that Qen. Woodford will be found worthy of his new 
and most important vocation ; and we look forward to seeing the Union becoraa 
under his management — what it has not been under his predecessor — an inde- 
pendent, honorable, generous, interesting, and valuable newspaper. 

The next day after tlie Saratoga Convention the Sun, ap- 
parently not having been " seen " by Mr. Tweed, or any other 
leader of the Democracy, gives them a good hint to come 
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forward, by declaring Mr. "Woodford " decidedly the best 
man who could be chosen to lead the party in the present 
emergency," iu the following leading editorial, published on

The Rbpoblioak Homihatios fob Govebuok. — In uominaticg Gea. Stewart 
L. Woodford aa thoir candidata for Governor at the approaching election, tlie 
Hew Tork Republicans have ehown that they moan seriously to contest the po- 
Jiticai control of the State with the Democrats. Backed by the support and pat- 
ronage of the Administration, they intend to make a desperate fight to regain 
the loBBea of the past two yeai^. That they will succeed is not very litaly ; bnt 
they will at least keep together and be ready for the Presidential campiugn of 
1872. 

Gen, Woodford is decidedly the best man who could ha chosen to lead his 
party in its present emecgoncy, ToUng, enthusiastic, and eloquent, he will call 
out every vote that it ia possible to call out, and make the most of the strength 
at his command. Let the Democrats now, do their i^^st, and we shall haye one 
of the moat interesting elections ever held. 

Two days elapsed after this eulogium on Mr. "Woodford, 
Aa but few persons were then aware of the peculio.r situation 
of afliurs at the Sun office, no one dreamed that the Sun — 
a journal which styled itself a newspaper of "correct and 
elevated moral principles" — would have the audacity to 
change front and go over to the support of "The Tyrant" 
Hoffman and the Democracy. Bat time works marvellous 
changes in human affairs, and two days later the Sun, having 
in the interval probably been assigned by the S^ing substantial 
reasons to desert Woodford, began to show the white feather, 
. in the following editorial: 

From Iho Sim of September 10, laTo. 
Our correspondent at Saratoga spoke the other day of Qeneral Stewart L, 
Woodford, the Republican candidate for Governor, as a "stay-at-home general." 
This is erroneous and unjust. HS served actively during the war in Maryland, 
Virginia, and South Carolina, beginning as a private in the 127th New Tork 
Tolunteera, and ending aif colonel of the 35th United States colored infantry. 
Though not a fighter by nature, he was a good soldier as he is a good man. Ha 
is a handsome orator, faithful to his friends and to his party, not marked by 
any eccentricities or very prominent chaiaeteristica of any kind, except goodness 
of heart and kindness for all men. When ho became lieutenant governor, he 
was the right man in the right place; and if there were any chance of his being 
elected to the office for which he has now been nominated, we should be sure of 
an honest, dignified, and decorous administration. But that such a man should 
defeat Horace Greeley is indeed too hard. When we opposed Mr. Greeley's 
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nomination, on the ground that ha could not poasibly be elected, we had no idea 
that General Woodford uould possibly lie taken np and nominated in hia place, 
Marahall 0. Roberta having declined beforehand, it was our expectation that 
aome man of strength, like Edwin D. Morgan, George Opdyka, Amaziah B. 
Jamee, George Bathhun, William A. Wheelei, or Andrew. D. White would have 
been eeleated. But we confess that General Woodford, good fellow as ho is, and 
popular as he ia, had not bean included in our .calculations of probability, and 
it aaema to ub rather rough that Woodford ahonld ha taken. However,.he can- 
not properly be described as a stay-at-home general. In fact ha was not a gen- 
eral in the war. at all ; bis last active service was sa a colonel, and he got hia 
brevet, after all was over, along with that great crowd upon whom Mr. Stanton 
BO liberally oontarred that distinction. 

The Sun now began a seriea of attacks against Mr, Wood- 
ford, and appeared to feel very miserable because Mr. Wood- 
ford, and not Mr. Greeley, had received the nomination fop 
Governor. 

If the reader will now revert to the editorial, " Shall Horace 
Greeley be nominated ? " he will satisfy himself as to the great 
desire of Mr. Dana to elevate Mr. Greeley to the office of 
Governor. But the Sun had not a8 yet mustered up impu- 
dence enough to come out openly against Mr. Woodford. It 
contented itself with merely grinding its teeth. 

On September 20, 1870, Mr. Dana, thinking that the pub- 
lic had forgotten his eulo^um of Mr. Woodford of Septem- 
ber 8, 1870, wrote the following editorial, wherein he endeav- 
ors to influence the Young Democracy to run a third ticket, 
and thus insure beyond all peradveiiture, the success of the 
Ring Democrats : 

From the Sun of September 20, ISTO. 

Gen. Woodfosb wili. hot WiraDBAW. — The Tribune announces that Gen. 
Woodford will not withdraw as the Republican candidate for Governor. 

There is a curious propriety in the appearance in the Tribune of such an an- 
noanceraent. Gen. Woodford having been preferred to Mr. Greeley through the 
operation of bribery, it is in accordance with the well-known magnanimity of 
the philosopher thaths should insist upon the rival's continuing in the Held and 
receiving tha awful beating that is in store for him, But much as this may 
gratify Mr. Greeley, it is none the less a fatal resolution for the Republican 
party. However, we will not enlarge on this head. If the Republicans hanker 
for defeat and are in love with suicide, let them go ahead ; it is their own affair. 

But thia determination opens a magniScent opportunity for the Young De- 
mocracy. With the Republicans running Stewart L- Woodford and the Demo- 
crats John T. Hoffman, the field is dear for an original, brilliant Hapoleouio 
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movement to be made by tbis vjgorona new party. Let them pnt up for Govef- 
DOr Eorae bald, approved, decided etat^smao, whom honest men of all footiona 
can vote for, and they may cajrj the State. 

Knowing full well that General 'Woodfortl was determined 
to fight to the close of the polls, the Ring, in order to discour- 
age the Eepublicane, caused the insertion in the Sun of the 
following proclamation, which savors much of Couneeiloi" 
Bartlett's style. It was a leading editorial, and read thue: 

ToTEB Eefubiicans op New Tobk. — Your late convention at Saratoga was 
a farce. It nominated a candidate for Governor wbo cannot possibly be elected. 
His nomination was not desired or espected by any considerable proportion of 
yoar number. And he was nominated through bribery. 

In this condition of things what will you do? Will you quietly submit to 
the wrong that ia done you? Will you wali patiently like lambs to the slaugh- 
ter? Or will you repudiate the action of your venal delegates, assert your own 
honest power, and reconquer die control of the Empire State? 

The Repnblicans of Hew "yort can carry the State if they will. The Demo- 
cratio administration at Albany — weak, corrupt, and destitute of ideas— is a 
fraud and a nuisance in the eyes of the people. But if the Bepublicans dosira 
to gain and to hold the government of this great commonwealth, they must do 
it by other means than the nomination of Stewart L. Woodford, secured by 
bribery. 

If you mean to act you must be quick. There is no time for shiftless fooling 
with the subject. You are now irrevocably doomed to destruction. Continue 
to run Woodford, and your fate is certain. But compel him to decline, andput 
in his place some man who has the confidence of the people, who is not cursed 
with the support of the imbecile family Administration at Washington, and who 
can be nominated without bribery, and you may win the day. 

On the 21st of September John T. Hoffman was renomi- 
nated by the Democratic State Convention. The Sun of the 
24th, speaking of the Democratic platform, said : 

From the Sun of September 24, ISTO. 
A Demoobatic Stbf im tub Right Dibectiok. — The adoption by the Demo- 
cratic State Convention of the resolution declaring that all the old issues grow- 
ing out of the war and reconstruction ace settled and forever disposed of, was a 
long step in the right direction. This is a significant repudiation of the plank 
in the platform of the Tammany National Convention of 1868, proclaiming that 
the entire reconstruction acts of Congress, including the Southern State govern- 
ments framed trader them, were unconstitutional, nnll, and void. This fata,! 
plank proved to be a trap-door through which the Democracy and its Presiden- 
tial candidate fell, his fall being accelerated by the dead weight of the candidate 
for Vice President, wbo, in aletterpuhlished just before the convention met, had 
denounced the reoonstruotion acts, and declared that it would be the duty otthe 
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Democratic President to use the army and navy to compel Congreaa to repeal 
them, and to disperse those State governmenta by force. 

It must be now apparent to every eonscientioua mind that 
the Tammany Ring fully controlled the Sun, and had easy ac- 
cess to its editorial columns. The agent employed to nd^o- 
tiate for the Sun's support is said to have been Counsellor 
"W. 0. Bartlett, Dana's confidential friend. The Managing 
Editor was also in daily communication with Mr. Peter B. 
Sweeny, 

Mayor Hall having charged General "Woodford with com- 
plicity ill the Appleton-Oaksmith case, the mora! Sun, on 
September 28, is at once thrown into a passion, and editori- 
ally speaketh thus: 

From tho Sun of September 2S, 1870. 

What BiYS Gen. Woodford ? — We print in another part of this paper a re- 
port of a speech made by Mayor Hall before the recent Democratic convention 
at Rochester. He brings against the Republican candidate for Governor 
charges so serious that Gen. Woodford must either at once disapprove them or 
iBtire from the canvass. No candidate and no party can safely go to the polls 
urith such imputations remaining upon them. 

Tlie principal accusation made by Mr. Hall is, that in 1861, when Gen, 
Woodford was assistant to the district attorney in th(( city, he was bribed by 
Appleton Oaksmith, a well-known slave-trader, to allow his veasel, then fitted 
out for the slave trade, to be bonded at a sum for leas than her real value, so 
that she was able to leave this port for the purpose of continuing the slave 
trade. It is also alleged that the bondsmen upon whose guaranty the slaver 
waa allowed to sail was the father-in-law of Gen. Woodford. 

Another charge is that while Gen. Woodford was Lieutenant Governor ot 
this State and President ot the Senate, the charter tor the French Cable Com- 
pany was pa.i3ed ; that its passage was assisted by the Lieutenant Governor . 
^nd that five thousand dollars were paW to the law partner of the Lieutenant 
Qovcrnor as a compensation for services in getting the bill through. It is also 
alleged by the mayor that, while a member of the canal board, Lieut. Gov- 
Woodford systematically voted for every suspioioua claim brought before the 
board. Upon this point, however, no special allegation of bribery or other 
malfeasance is set up. 

If Gen. Woodford cannot at once clear away all these charges, and especi- 
ally that respecting his alleged collusion with the slav 
will be necessary for him to be at o 
pla^jB he now occupies as the Eepublica 

Those who have read in the foregoing of the bargain be- 
tween Mr. Tweed and the Managing Editor of the Sun, will 
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doubtless smile wheo they peruse tMe little cheeky editorial, 
whieh explains itself: 

From the Sun of September 28, ISTO. 
Some donkey out West inquires what our aesaults upon Gen. Woodford 
wean, unkss it be that the Sun, intends to go over Into the Democratifi camp. 
Why, blesa your dear, foolish heart, the Sim can no more go oyer into the 
Democratic camp than it can into that of the Eepublicans. It does not belong 
to any party, and we trust it never will. Its butiness is tt> tell the truth about 
tbera all, and to denounce the shortcomings and misdeeda of politicians of every 
color. If the country were left to depand upon partisan journale for its 
knowledge of the truth, it would ba badly off. But as long as the Sun shinea 
the dfirk places of intrigue and jobbery shall be illuminated, and political 
knaves of every sort held up to the detestation thay deeerve. 

The Sun also took particular paina to say as little as possi- 
ble in land of its old •proiegi, Thomas A. Ledwith, who was 
the candidate of both Repubhcans and Democrats against 
A. Oakey Hall, the Tammany ring candidate. If thei-e was 
any member of the Tammany ring whom the Sun cordially 
hated and despised, that man was A. Oakey Hali. For a 
whole year the columns of the Sun abounded in articles ex- 
pressive of the contempt Mr. Bana and his associates enter- 
tained for Mr. Halt. The Sun even went so far as to call Mr. 
Hall a donkey, and printed a likeness of him, wherein he 
was pictured carrying the ears of an ass. In proportion aa 
the Sun hated Hall, so did it love Ledwith, Dana's favorite, 
pet up to the last election. "WTien the Judge ran for Police 
Justice against John Hardy, in the autumn of 1869, the Sun 
warmly advocated liis claims, and also availed itself of the 
opportunity to blackguard Mr, Hardy and Mr, Peter B. 



But the situation had slightly undergone a change since 
then. Mr. Hall was in real danger of defeat last fall, and if the 
Sun had boldly advocated Judge Ledwith for the mayoralty, 
and Mr. Hall had been defeated, the Tammany Sachems 
would have unquestionably cut off the Sun's supplies, and 
Mr. "W. 0. Bartlett & Son's receivei'ships, references, appoint- 
ments, and the other bones with which the Tammany ring 
judges feed the " faithful and the true." 

The Sun, therefore, gave its old pet, Ledwidth, only such 
cold puffs as these; 
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Prom the Sun of Ootober 12, 18Y0, 

Jl ThrniiOA A. Ledwith would runjor mayor as an independent Democrats 

candidate .against Tammany, and O'.Hall, he would make a. great race, andws 

ihinhcould ie ehded; but if his friends load him up hy attempting to nominate a 

complete lichtt, the chances are that he v/illbe beaten. 



It is now ssid that the Young Demoeraoy are about to nominate Josiah W. 
Brown, late tax coraraissioner, for Eheriff, Mr. Brown is an old. political bar- 
nacle of tlje corrupt wiug of the Bepublican parly. It is reported that Gen. 
Grant's friends have- demanded bis nominatloa, on the plea that it would not 
" do to have the ticket too IriEh." Let the Young Bemoeraey rem^ember that if 
they had Judge Ledwith vp' by nominating a complete tickst, the chaneea aire that 
he will be defeated. ■ - ■ ■ 

Well did the Sun know that tlie Toung Democracy, in 
order to maintain even a semblance of organiaation, waa 
constrained to nominate a complete county ticket; for had 
they pursued a different course, they would have admitted 
that their war was not against the Tammany King, but against 
A, Oakey Hall, which was not the ease. 

Then,aftert3ie Young Democracy had made their nomina- 
tions, the Sun sneaked around the corner thus :

The Youho Demooeacy, — The Yonng Democracy have nominated a fair 
ticket, Thomas A. Ledwith, who ia the candidate for mayor, is a first-rate 
man, hoai.st and faithful. The' public welfare wonld be safe in his hands. 
Soma of the other naraea on tlie ticket are also exoellent. That of J. N. Tap- 
ped, the candidate fijr comptroller, is especially worthy of confidence. 

But can thia ticket win ? Can it overthrow the corrnpt power of the Tam- 
many ring? We fear not. The Yonng Deinoeraey were slauglitered by tlia 
Eepublicana last winter. They were sold ont by them, for money, for help to 
railroads, for offiees in thia city. A more wicked and foolish act was never done 
hy any.sot of politioiana.than this murder of the Yoong Democracy by the Ee- 
publioans. But it was done, and cannot be undone now. The present Young 
Demooracy are not the same whose throaty were thenout by the Republicans, 
and they ate not so strong. Sheriff O'Brien, Norton the Thaodsrbolt, Creamer 
the friend of the mean-aoulsd A. T. Stewart, Genet the generous, all these are 
among tbemiuu longer. Besides, the Young Democracy, as now organized, are 
under the suspicion of being used to get votes for Woodford. This ia fatal. 
Wo party leagued even indirectly with a slave-trader can hope for pnhlic sup- 
port in this mromnnity.

In its issue of October 15, 1870, the Sii/i published a malig- 
nant editorial on General Woodford, entitled " Woodford's 
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Work of mil." It was the effort of Counsellor "W". 0. Bart- 
lett, and was bo acceptable to the Tammany Ring that they 
ordered oiSB hundred thousand copies of the Sun containing 
this editorial for gratnitous distribution throughout the State. 

How much did Counsellor Bartiett get paid for writing it? 
How much did Mr. Dana get? "We leave the reader to draw 
his own inference ! 

Three days before the election the Sun turns tail on Led- 
with, and thus deserts him : 

From tha Sun of November B, 1S70. 

Whebb Does he Stasd. — Mayor O'Hall viaited the Jackson club rooms on 
Wednesday night. ' He was warmly received by Sheriff O'Brien, and repeatedly 
cheered and toasted. 

If Jndge Ledwith had manfully repudiated all affiliation with the slave- 
traders' ticket, the friends of O'Brien wonld have earnestly sapported tha 
judge for mayor. They now support O'Hall and Hoffman in preference to 
Woodford and Ledwith. It ie not yet too late for Judge Ledwith to deftie hia 

How Mk. Dana was Insulted. 

On Sunday evening, November 6, 1870, but two days pre- 
ceding the election, a gentleman, while in conversation at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel with Mr. Thomas C. Acton, ex-Police 
Cotftmissioner and present Superintendent of the New York 
Assay Office, informed the latter that the Sim was a rotten 
Institution, and proceeded to state hia reasons for eo assert- 
ing. 

He told Mr. Acton of the bargain between the Managing 
Editor of the Sun and Mr. Tweed; of the bargain between 
Kicholaa Muller and the Managing Editor; and of sundry 
other facts known to the gentleman in question, some of 
which are detailed above, and others which for the present 
are withheld from the public. 

Mr, Acton professed great surprise at what his friend said, 
and suggested that it was due to Mr. Dana to inform him-*f 
the matter without delay. 

Mr. Acton further proposed to accompany the gentleftian 
to Mr, Dana's house immediately. The gentleman signified 
Ids readiness to convey Mr. Dana the desired information. 
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Both walked down to Mr. Dana'a residence, in East 18tli 
sti'eet, 

Mr. Dana was not in. 

Mr. Acton said that ae they liad gone so far, they had better 
take a 3d-avenue eai' and ride to the Sun office. 

They did so. Arrived at tlae Sun office, Mr. Acton went 
up to the editorial rpoms to apprize Mr. Dana that a gentle-' 
man desired to see him down stairs. 

In about two minutes Mr. Acton reappeared, aeeompa- 
nied by Mr. Dana, who wore the Scotch cap he always weai'S 
when iu the harness. 

"What is it?" said Mr. Dana, on reaching the bottom of 
the stairs. 

, "It is a long story," was the reply, "and we had better go 
into the jinblication office, where we will be undisturbed." 

Mr. Acton, Mr. Dana, and the Other gentleman then 
walked into the publisher's private offleo. 

Mr. Dana sat down on the lounge, while Mr. Acton and 
his friend occupied seats facing him. ■ 

The gentleman then detailed to Mr. Dana all the minuiice 
of the little ai-rangement between Mr. Tweed and the Mana- 
ging editor. 

"When the gentleman had narrated the transaction between 
the Managing Editor and Mr. Nicholas Muller, Mr, Dana, 
indignantly turning to Mr, Acton, said: 

" Well, he (the Managing Editor) has always pitched into 
this man Muller every opportunity he baa had." 

"Not since the $250 were paid, air, I'll warrant," said the 
gentleman. [Mr. Muller paid the money on October 6, 1870.] 

"Well, then, all I've got to say is, that he earned the 
money very cheap," put in Mr. Dana, with the air of a man 
who was insulted at what had been told him. 

Mr. Dana was next informed of other money transactions 
between .his managing editor and several Tammany Hall 
politicians, &c. 

Mr. Dana, after declaring that nobody coul,d buy HIM, (to 
which declaration hpth gentlemen, out of compliment, nodded 
assent,) appeared impatient to get away.

Wa understand that it has been determined, in order to avoid a law-auit, to 
rnn Mr. Connolly ss a, candidate for comptroller upon the Tammany ticket.

The result of the election is well known. The iSun, with 
marvellons zeal to its owners, thus commenta on the subject: 

The Eleciioh. — The country is to ha congratulated on the signal defeat of 
Stewart L. Woodford. Kominatad through tte interference of President Grant 
to an ofBce for which he had neither capacity nor character; so corrupt as to 
have conaived at tie slave trade; connected in business with a pardon-broker 
and a lobby agent, public morality required that he should be defeated. 
. The vote shows a considerable falling off of the Democratic majority in the city 
as compared with 1868, while the returns from the interior represent a largely 
enhanced majority for Hoffman over hia previous vote. As near as we can at 
this writing gather from the returns, the country gains of the Democracy will, 
rnore than balance their shrunken majorities in this section. As we figure it, 
Governor Hoffman is re-elected by 30,000 over the slave-trader.
